THE MINING NEWS. 


The news which is: now reaching us from the 
various gold fields is assuredly not of a charac- 
ter to induce feelings of despondency with re- 

spect to the prospects. of British ‘Columbia. | 

While old Cariboo appears determined to main- | 
tain its rank as a rich mining district, the Koo- 
tenay and Big Bend diggings promise to dispute | 
the palm. with it. Althoagh the information 
from our Southern mines is not so full and circam- | 
stantial as one could wish, yet when the newaess 
‘and extent of the district to which it Telates is 
taken into consideration this feature is not to be 
wondered at. Enough is known to justify ‘the | 
conclusion that we have, upon the southern rim 
of the colony, gold fields equal in every respect 
to those of Cariboo, and possessing the import- 
ant.advantage Of greeter breadth and acces¢i- 
bility. The news from Kootenay, which we pub- 
lish elsewhere, although meagre, is under all the 
circumstances, most encouraging, and it is not 
uiireasonable to expect that next advices will | 
contain something definite as to the discoveries 
in the Big Bend country, as well as the result 
of the }Government explorations now going on | 

There is every'reason to fear, however, that the 

Jateness of the the season and the absence of a 

supply of provisions will have greatly retarded 

operations this year, and that much less gold 
will be actually raised than would otherwise have 
"been done. If we go back to Cariboo we find an un- 
diminished yield with o smaller population than 
during previous seasons. Indeed Cariboo just 
now presents a phenomenon in the history of 
gold mining—abundance of provisions at greatly 
' reduced prices and a positive lack of men to sup- 
ply the demand for labour, although the rate of 
wages continués as Ligh ‘as during the seasons 
when the fumine prices ruled the provision mar- 
ket. A laborer can live for adollar a day and 
earn ten dollars, and yet mining operations are 
absolutely cramped for want of men to do the 
work! This extraordinary state of things is 
doubtless attributable in some degree to the fact 
that the new wines of which we have been speak- 
‘ing have drawn off a considerable portion of the 
population which would have otherwise found its 
" way to Cariboo ; but that there should be a scar- 

city of men to work the mines when living is 80 

cheap and labor so dear, aud when so many thou- 

satids of men in California are content to earn 
their two dollars a day does, appear somewhat 
singular.

with few exceptions, cannot be worked to advan- 
tage until the “* Victoria” (Dore Pindall & Co.’s) 
diteh is completed, there being no water at pre 
sent available.“ Under these circumstances there 
is but little of interest to communicate as the 
season can hardly be said to have opeued.” 

“There are now on the 
creek about fifteen handred men, five hundred of 
whom are profitably employed.”

companies at present working are the Bradley &

that he saw Perry, the well known explorer, 
who had come over to Kamloops for a supply of 
provisions. Mr. Perry informed Mr. Ladner 
that he and his partners struck rich diggings in 
a creek emptying into the Columbia River at. the 
Big Bend; and aboutiwhere the road from Shus- 
wap Lake will strikd the river. They took out 
$700 fp piece'in a vety-short time, but not having 
a supply of provisions they were compelled to 
leave, ‘There were/about 60 men on the creek 
when he left to get, provisions. He| represents 
the mines there as quit equal to Cariboo. Mr. 
Ladner also saw Mf. Campbell, the well known 
cattle dealer, who had just returned from the 
Okanagan country, and who told him of rich 
strikes on the Big Bend, towards which there 
was a great rush, |Mr.JMcLaudy of Yale reeeiv- 
ed a letter from Mr, W. Robertson, dated Fort 
Colville, June 10th. Mr. Robertson left Yale 
this spring for the Kootenay mines, and what 
he says may be relied opon as being correct, as 
far as he knows. _ Mr. Kobertson says :—‘‘ I got 
here four days ago and am building a boat to go up 
the Colombia. * * * There were 18 boats 
went up the Columbia this spring, and the day 
before we got here a man came down with a 
number of letters from those who are at work 
prospecting, and all those letters concar in say- 
ing that something has been struck ; bat how 
good it it is Ido not know yet. Some of the 
party went up a creek that empties into the Col- 
umbia and found # good prospecton the sloping 
bed-rock going into the ereek, and when the 
party who came down left no bottom had been 
reached where they had suuk shafts on the flats, 
the water being too high to get dowa in the 
creek. 

Auother party‘came down yesterday, who are 
going back. They bring farther information 
that there are some mincis working on & bar 
above this creek, and doing pretty well. 
should wot be surprised to find that good dig- 
gings have been found on the Columbia this 
summer. 

The greater part of the boats that left here 
went high up towards the Big Bend ; but from 
them we have beard nothing. It was the tail 
end of the prospecters who struck the creek 
above alluded to.

Me. Epitor,—! arrived from Cariboo direct 
by the last steamer, and have been asked so 
many questions about the upper country—in fact 
every acquaintance I meet evinces so much inter- 
est in the progress of the mining districts--that I 
find it dHficult to reply to all the queries pat to 
me. 1 therefore request you, if you have space, 
to give pablicity to the following synopsis, which 
I hope may prove interesting, perhaps usefal :—- 
With regard to Williams Creek I have but little 
to say. Nor is it necessary, as the local paper 
recently established there gives 9 carefully com- 
piled and substantially correct detail of pll.mat- 
ters of interest in that immediate vicinity. 1 
think, however, that there are some sulbibeta of 
which no mention has yet been made, and that 
are of vital importance to the colony. The Car- 
iboo. Sentinel makes no mention of the fact that 
wages are high and labor scarce. Labor cannot 
be obtained Owing to the scarcity. of badds, and 
it is far from improbable that wages will range as 
high'as $16 per day before the close of jthe sea- 
son. I cannot allow this improved state of af- 
fairs to pitss without remark. At this time last 
year the proprietors of mining claims requiring 
help endeavored tu reduce wages to a much low- 
er figure, bat in consequence of the high price of 
provisions the endeavor failed. This year the 
case is exactly reversed. Sume few of | the mer- 
chants endeavored to raise the price of provisions 
to an exorbitant figure, but failed in the attempt. 
In fact [they produced a result which must be 
totally at variance with their estimate when they 
embarked in the speculation, Asa proof provi- 
sions aré lower and wages higher than at any 
time since the discovery of Cariboo, the latter be- 
ing in demand in excess of the supply i and I do 
not hesitate to assert that this great| improve- 
ment hag been brought about by the ditect action 
of the ardended laws. I may revert to this sub- 
ject again, but will, for the present, cOnfine my- 
self se particularly to an account of the out- 
lying districts from Williams Creek, all of which, 
though ‘not mach talked about, wield their pro- 
portivn of influence ‘on the general welfare of the 
colony. |The Antler Creek, Bed-rock Flume Co. 
are pros¢cating their work with vigor, and there 
is every,reason to believe that the updertaking 
will be one of the most successful in the country. 
There are several other companies who will be 
directly}benefitted by the works of the flame com- 
pany this summer, to say nothing of ‘the oppor- 
tunity. that will be affurded for prospecting the 
banks of the creck, which are generally supposed 
to be rich in auriferous deposits. : 

Cunningham Creek it fs anticipated will become 
a formidable rival to Williams Creek.! Even this 
year thére are about 300 men therd, ‘at present 
ull basg, aod many of them making honey very 
fast ; Ixbor about the same figure as at Wil- 
liams Greek, bat hands are scarce, owing to the 
shallowness of the diggings. The gold is more 
generally disseminated, thereby rendering pros- 
pecting much easier, and enabling igdividual mi- 
ners i seneh for diggings of their wn. 

Harvey's Creek will be thoroughly tested this 
seasolt, discoveries made during the winter mak- 
ing it Almost a certainty. At Keithley there are 
about Beventy-five men, all protitally employed, 
many Of them doing well. This cfeek, sthough 
not mach spoken of, will certainly ield-its pro- 
portiob of gold this year, and is, I befeve destin- 
ed tu bold an important position in| the future of 
Caribdo. The Quesnel River, with its north and 
sonth fork, will give for many years to come 
profitable employment to thousands more Chi- 
nese than are at present in the ¢oantry. The 
diggidgs on this river for nearly 100 miles. will 
pay sinull wages wihout the investment of capi- 
tal, Wut are not sufficiently good to induce the 
white:man to test them. The chances are that 
if Jolin Chinaman’s actual gains at the end of 
one or two years could be arrived at they would 
compare very favorably with those of the most 
succéssfal miner in Cariboo. 

I find I shall make ny remarks too long if I 
keep.on in this way. I will however, before your 
next issue, prepare an account of districts of which 
bat little is at present known. || In the mean
